Arguments About Churches 
Are a Pretty Usual Thing 


In Woodside, they're arguing these days over the 
proposed location of a church. To our knowledge, it’s 
the first such debate to be held before the planning com- 
mission of that town. 

Get set, Woodside planners! This probably won't 
be the last such hearing you'll have to hold. 

' Menlo Park city planners can give you a few clues. 

Churches, if successful, grow. They're normally con- 
sidered appropriate structures in residential areas. Hence, 
their growth is reflected by plans to construct new in- 
‘Stallations in areas principally used for homesites. 

For some reason or other, this always excites the 
neighbors. Rightly or wrongly, they think up all sorts 
of reasons why a church would be “inappropriate” on the 
Site selected. Everybody agrees that churches are a fine 
thing, but nobody wants them next door—at least, that’s 
the general feeling expressed at most of the hearings 
we've been to. 

However, after all the noise dies down and_ the 
church is built, it’s usually found that the value of near- 
by property hasn't decreased. None of the neighbors 
move away out of disgust with the noise of church bells 
and everybody, sooner or later, will admit they don't 
really mind. 


for News 
TELLS US: 


The Audubon Society of 
Santa Clara Valley, which has 
been conducting a bird count 
in this area, this week reports: 


“Five more species than 
ever before were tabulated in 
Saturday’s annual Audubon 
Society bird count, 130 as 
against last year’s high of 125, 
it was reported yesterday by 
Dr. Richard Newaldt of San 
Jose State College, in charge 
of the tabulation. 

“Individual count, which in 
previous years has totalled in 
excess of 50,000, Dr. Newaldt 
expects will be lower this 
year than last, when 45,512 in- 
dividual birds were counted. 
He attributes this to the 
changing scene in the Alviso 
area where land reclamation 
is reducing bird habitat. Gulls 
and shorebirds, numerically 
the most significant in the 
annual count, are decreasing, 
he reports. 

“Exact figures are expected 
to be known in about a week 
when reports of the 50 or 
more who participated in the 
annual census have been 
checked and tabulated. 

“The count confirmed pre- 
dictions of ornithologists that 
Starlings ,introduced from Eu- 
rope into eastern United 
States, would eventually 
spread to the Pacific Coast. 
In many places they have mul- 
tiplied so rapidly as to be- 
come a nuisance. Saturday’s 
count showed more than 200 
Starlings in the various sec- 
tors of the count. A year ago 
fewer than a hundred were 
observed. 

“The Florida gallinule also 
finds the Santa Clara valley 
to its liking, the count reveal- 
ed. One was spotted in the 
Alviso sector, 11 more on the 
Coyote creek in the southwest 
sector. None were counted a 
year ago.

Business Area 
Heart Fund 
Leader Named 


John R. Barry of Menlo Park 
has been appointed Heart-Days 
for Business chairman for Men- 
lo Park. The appointment was 
announced by Dr. George W. 
Miners, Redwood City, county 
co-chairman for the Heart-Days 
for Business canvass. 

The 1961 MHeart-Days for 
Business campaign of Menlo 
Park firms and businesses will 
begin Feb. 14. In early Janu 
ary, volunteer business men 
and women will be asked to 
assist in the Heart Fund pro- 
gram. 

Continuing, Barry said that 
“the real hurt comes when 
business and industry are rob- 
bed of experienced executives 
and skilled workers. Machines, 
desks, typewriters, inventory 
and warehouses can be replac- 
ed when damaged by fire or 
flood. But the destruction of 
a man by heart disease poses a 
special set of problems.” 

“We expect that Menlo Park 
business people will contribute 
to the Heart Fund as a worth- 
while business investment,”

2. They can put their reli- 
ance in the judgment of the 
county board, but can take the 
initiative by requesting that 
the county group give their 
area “early consideration” in 
its deliberations. 

In this case, Ravenswood, 
Las Lomitas or the Menlo 
Park School district’s boards 
should go on record as re- 
questing that unification in 
the south county be consider- 
ed first. 

3. They can take the initia- 
tive on the basis of existing 
knowledge and _ enrollment 
projections, and come forward 
with recommendations to the 
Sequoia area group and the 
county board. 

Three of the south coun- 
ty’s public school agencies— 
Portola, Woodside and Las 
Lomitas, already have join- 
ed to set up such a “shadow 
board,” according to Platt. 

They organized the latter, 
and are basing studies on cur- 
rent enrollment trends and 
projections of what might hap- 
pen if the three districts were 
to act as “feeders” for a uni- 
fied high school, to be situ- 
ated on Stanford land facing

Platt recalled that the 
“southwest shadow board”

He added that he felt the 
problems of articulation be- 

tween programs of the ele- 
mentary schools and the high 
schools would continue to ex- 
ist, even in a unified district. 
Also, he said, he felt that too- 
large districts were inadvisa- 
ble. 

Trustee Elwood Williams 
pointed out that the unification 
program first was instituted in 
order to help districts which, 

with only a few hundred enroll- 
ment or less, had trouble af- 
fording the offerings required 
by modern education. 

“Where the point is at which 
a school agency can offer its 
students the maximum is hard 
to determine,” he concluded.

Lots of Building Programs: . .. 
Face County in Present Year

If anyone had any doubt 
how the county was going to 
spend the millions of dollars 
it will receive from the new 
sales tax he needs only to talk 
to Henry J. Tarratt, director of 
public works. Not that the 
numerous projects weren't in 
the planning stage before the 
tax was adopted, but they are 
being speeded up. 

Before we get into an out- 
line of the projects coming 
up soon, we want to refer to a 
letter from F. L. W. MacDon- 
ald of Menlo Park, In refer- 
ring to our recent column on 
the “windfall” from the sales 
tax, he states “it certainly 
brought into focus the fact 
that there was no need for 
this additional tax. 

“Whenever unnecessary 
taxes are levied in such 
amounts that the revenue they “ 
produce can be referred to as 
‘windfalls’ it seems to me that 
the time has come to call a 
halt to this kind of legalized 
confiscation of private prop- 
erty. ... Furthermore, I am 
not favorably impressed with 
the argument that the ‘wind- 
fall funds’ will provide cash 
for building a $2,000,000 addi- 
tion to the Hall of Justice 
without charges. 

“The proposed building is 
being built with the peoples’ 
money but without their 
authorization as this pro- 
posal has not been or will 
not be, as I understand it, 
referred to the people who 
are paying for it. 

“Nor was the adoption of 
the Bradley-Burns tax refer- 
red to the people of San Ma- 
teo county either.” 

MacDonald added a _ post- 
script: “I am sure the people 
of San Mateo county believe 
the sales tax is to be used to 
reduce the present tax burden 
on real estate and for no 
other purpose.” The letter 
writer should realize that the 
sales tax funds will eliminate 
all the capital projects money 
that has been a direct charge 
against the property owners. 


We agree that by paying as 
you go and saving interest is a 
wise and justified program. 
A $2-million building financed 
through a bond issue winds 
up costing the taxpayers 
roughly $4-millions. 

Tarratt slowed down our 
predictions that the new §$2- 
million addition to the Hall 
of Justice could start in the 
spring. He said more time 
was needed for planning the 
type of structure—and more 
particularly the needs of the 
future. 

The original thinking was 
for a four-story wing to con- 
form with the rest of the 
building, but he indicated that 
the future needs may justify 
a five, six or even an eight- 
story addition. Although the 
fourth floor of the new addi- 
tion would allow for 10 new 
courtrooms, the building di- 
rector pointed out that the 
number of courts had doubled 
in the past eight years and 
there are predictions in popu- 
lation growth that the same 
may be true again. The fourth 
floor would be planned for 
additions to the jail, although 
it might be finished off now. 

But the Hall of Justice 
addition is only one of many 
Tarratt is planning. Bids are 
now being called for the 
first building (seven in all) 
for the boys’ ranch near 


La Honda. 
Estimated cost is $325,859 
and will have facilities to 


handle 60 boys. When finally 
completed, the ranch will rep- 
resent expenditures of about 
$500,000. Of this $180,000 
comes from state funds. Estab- 
lishment of the ranch will not 
alter the need for an addition
